It is with pride that the 
breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle may well point to the rec- 
ords achieved at the last Inter- 
national Fat Stock Show at Chi- 
cago for where is the breed that 
approached the showing of the 
Bonnie Blacks for quality and 
finish? The interbreed competitions were overwhelmingly black at 
the winning end of the classes. 

That grand old matron Lulu of U. F. 3d 283514 proved her 
ability to uphold the traditions of her family when her daughter 
Lulu Mayflower, sired by a pure bred Shorthorn bull, Sultan May- 
flower 402251, came into the two-year-old ring in a company of 
seventeen and worked her way to the top of the class, later to re- 
ceive the coveted honor of Grand Champion over all breeds, grades 
and cross-breds. It does not require a Shorthorn sire to cause this 
good old cow to produce champions for her Senior yearling steer 
calf sired by Bystander 2d 286867, a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
bull, carried first in his class and champion Aberdeen-Angus steer. 
This is a reasonably good showing for one cow at a single Interna- 
tional The records show that 
the grandam of Lulu May- 
flower was Oakfield Lula who 
has to her credit several first 
prize winners and champions 
among her progeny. Thus 
this year’s International 
Grand Champion was _ built 
upon a foundation sound and 
true. It is understood that 
Lulu of University Farm 3d 
has another very promising 
calf on the way now, 3a 
youngster that promises to 
make history also. 

Upon inquiry it is learn- 
ed that Lulu Mayflower has 
not been carried on with the 
express purpose of making of 
her a Grand Champion but 
rather that she had had no 
special fitting until along 
about the later part of July 
or early in August when she

Steer and Reserve Champion Calf— Noted Banff Farmer’s Death. 


The death took place on 
Sunday of Mr. John Macpher- 
son, Mulben Mains, Keith, well known in farming circles as the 
owner of a high-class herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Mr. Macpherson, who was 77 years of age, was a native of 
Upper Banffshire. About 33 years ago he became tenant of Mul- 
ben Mains, but prior to that time he had an old-established herd at 
the farm of Achlochrach, which lies about 1,000 feet above the sea 
level, and the tenancy of which he always retained. 

Mr. Macpherson was an excellent builder of stock. He exercised 
much care and judgment in the selecting and making of his herd. 
Mr. Macpherson’s service as a judge were in much request. He has 
acted as a judge of the “blackskins” at the national shows of Eng- 
land, Ireland and Scotland. 

A Justice of the Peace for the county of Banff, Mr. Macpherson 
was held high esteem by a wide farming community. Uprightness 
of character and a desire to help rather than criticise, was a mark 
feature of his life’s work. 

One of his sons, Mr. W. G. Macpherson, has been associated 
with his father in the conduct of the farm and management of the 
herd. Another son, Mr. John Macpherson, formerly an organizer 
under the North of Scotland College of Agriculture, is now in 4 
similar position in Oxfordshire.

The Aberdeen-Angus moving 
picture films have been supplied 
to Community picnics, Farmer’s 
Week gatherings and Professors 
of Animal Husbandry in various 
states and a number of others will

both county and state, have received considerable attention. Prem- 
ium money contributed by the fair associations has been increased, 
classifications have been standardized and broadened, futurity shows 
have been started and an increased number of high class cattle have 
been brought out by exhibitors of the breed. Many men exhibited 
cattle at the larger fairs last year who had never shown before. A 
special effort was made to cover as many of the county fairs with 
show herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and larger shows where the 
breed had not previously been exhibited were covered with credit- 
able exhibits. View herds of high class Abrdeen-Angus were sent 
to several large expositions and fairs where they did a great deal 
to extend the knowledge of the breed. 

Boys’ and Girls’ Calf Clubs received considerable attention. 
Several states that have only lately become acquainted with Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle have Aberdeen-Angus calf clubs. Notable among 
these are Maine in which five clubs have been started, Massachu- 
-_ and Conneticut, while New York will shortly organize its first 
club. ' 

Show herds of Aberdeen-Angus steers are being fitted by a 
number of Agricultural Colleges that have never shown the breed 
in the past and several of these have or will add breeding herds 
in the near future.

Publicity work has been carried on through Agricultural maga- 
zines. Reports of meetings and sales have been sent out to a great 
many agricultural papers and a regular weekly series of Aber- 
deen-Angus news items has been supplied to Agricultural papers 
throughout the sections where Aberdeen-Angus are little known. 
Special articles have been written for Agricultural papers, both 
local and national, and a considerable number of these papers have 
set aside a page or part of a page for Aberdeen-Angus news. 

Literature of various kinds has been distributed to the extent 
of thousands of copies, going into the hands of prospective breed- 
ers in all parts of the country. This has not only been literature 
supplied by the American Aberdeen-Angus Association, but a 
considerable amount has been supplied by the State Associa- 
tion and by private individuals who are engaged in the breeding of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Through the co-operation of Mr. Hahne 
thousands of copies and a considerable number of complimentary 
subscriptions of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal have been given out 
where they will do the breed most good. At the present time plans 
are being laid to supply boys and girls who are showing Aberdeen-

conditions generally sales of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle have 
been generally active and a 
great many more cattle have 
changed hands than was the case during the reign of high prices. 
This is particularly true of the states east of Ohio. This section 
was undeveloped three years ago and this breed of cattle was for 
the most part unknown. Since the field work of this Association 
began several hundred thousand dollars worth of cattle have 
changed hands into and within this territory where only a very few 
dollars worth occured before. It is only reasonable to believe that 
this has and will mean its proportionate share of prosperity to both 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association and Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders the country over. ' 

The following statistics will give some idea as to the work done 
during the past year: 

Inspection of Herds—During the year I have inspected pure 
bred herds, located in the following states: Indiana, Illinois, Ohio, 
Michigan, West Virginia, Iowa, Tennessee, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Maine, Massachusetts and Connecticut. 

_ In many cases some of these herds were visited a number of 
times in attending sales, making purchases, inspecting cattle for 
sales, conducting buyers, starting calf clubs, etc. In connection with 
this work I not only travelled 34,583 miles by rail but many thous- 
and miles by automobile and other conveyances as numerous trips 
about the states of Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, (Continued on page 14

Every farmer in the land is anxious to improve the quantity and 
quality of each beef animal he grows and will gladly listen to any 
argument that will be convincing, provided the argument rings like 
truth.

The 
grand champion carcass was a pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus and the champion of the 
boys and girls feeding contest was a grade 
Aberdeen-Angus. The grand champion car 
lot was practically pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus, being the progeny of pure bred cows . 
whose records had not been kept up and de- 
scending through the sire line from the 
great Black Woodlawn whose record as a 
sire stands in the forefront of Doddie his- 
tory on this continent. Thus it will be seen 
that Doddie blood predominated in all the 
grand champion classes at the recent Inter- 
national.

The first baby beef club to 
be organized in Mower County, 
Minnesota, so far as I know, was 
in the Spring of 1919. Mr. W. 
L. French, who was then Ccunty 
Agent had charge of this club. 
There were 22 members, 6 of 
whom had Angus calves; 9 mem- 
bers lived near Austin, 6 were 
from Dexter, and the other 7 
were scattered throughout the county. 

Mr. French also organized a pure bred 
calf club that spring with 15 members. 19 
baby beeves and 11 pure bred calves were 
shown at the county fair that year. The 
three best beef calves and their owners were 
given free trips to the Junior Live Stock 
Show at South St. Paul that fall. 

Although none of the Dexter boys won 
free trips that ‘year, all six of them took 
their calves and went to the show. They not 
only got a better price for their calves and 
had a fine time, but they brought back so 
much enthusiasm for baby beef work that 
when the club leader began work the next 
spring, she found a baby beef club of eleven 
members at Dexter. All of the boys had se- 
lected Aberdeen-Angus calves because they 
thought they could get best results with 
that breed. 

Mr. Haugland, a local breeder of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle helped the boys in many 
ways throughout the year. There were a 
few baby beef club members in Mower Coun- 
ty that year besides the eleven at Dexter, 
but at the county fair the Dexter calves 
took all the prizes. This entitled four of the 
boys to free trips to the Junior Live Stock 
Show, South St. Paul, Minn., but the other 
seven paid their way and shipped their 
their calves to South St. Paul to be sold. 
The business men of Dexter showed their 
interest in the club by subscribing a little 
over $100 to be divided among the baby 
beef club members, so they really all had 
free trips to the show. 

This year all but four of the Dexter baby 
beef members were back in the club deter- 
mined to do better than ever, and three new 
members were added. Besides the ten at 
Dexter, there were two Brownsdale boys 
raising baby beeves, and Mr. Lutz had a few 
meinbers in other parts of the county. Three 
of the Dexter boys attended the Short 
Course at University Farm, St. Paul, in 
April and learned all they could about feed-

A Week with the American Farm Bureay 
Federation in Atlanta 


Written exclusively for the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal.

No person, or group of persons, can af- 
ford not to keep in touch with the develop- 
ment of the American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation. 

This is especially true of breeders of pure 
bred stock who depend to a great extent on 
the farmer to buy his stock. It is the pur- 
pose of the Federation of Farm Bureaus to 
improve the business of farming in all of 
its several phases and not the least of these 
is the effort to make the farming business 
a more paying proposition. 

The extent to which the movement suc- 
ceeds will determine the buying power of 
the farmer, and this buying power will first 
be seen in the extension of the business of 
the general farmer, in the improvement of 
his herds, and the improvement of facilities 
for making the operation of his farm more 
efficient. 

The third annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation was held in 
Atlanta, Georgia, November 21st to 23d. 

At the time that this meeting was held 
the organization was just closing the second 
year of its existence yet it represented at 
that time an organization of one million 
farmers. It represented all of the states in 
the union save two, and had increased its 
membership during the past year by 222,000 
members. 

At the convention in Atlanta it was esti- 
mated that there were more than three 
thousand farmers present, which was a re- 
markable showing when the present finan- 
cial crisis of agriculture is taken into con- 
sideration, and also when it is realized that 
the location of the meeting was far removed 
from the geographical center of the mem- 
bership. The largest number of members 
are located in the corn-belt states. The “Big 
Four” as. they are called, being Illinois, 
Iowa, Ohio, and Indiana. 

In the South but little progress has been 
made and it was with the thought that the 
meeting if held in the South might create 
additional interest in that section that the 
meeting was held in the Southland. 

On the opening day of the convention Jim 
Howard of Iowa, was re-elected president. 
Also the vice president, O. E. Bradfute of 
Ohio. The work of the officers was endorsed 
in the resolutions and it was little wonder 
after a review of the accomplishments of 
the year just passed. 

An idea of the size of the business organ- 
ization that the American Federation has 
can be appreciated from the report of the 
treasurer, Chas. Guntell, who stated before 
the convention that the budget for the year 
just passed was about $300,000.00; or in 
other words that the cost of operation of the 
federal activities of the federation amounted 
to about $1,000.00 per working day. This 
money obtained through a fifty cent pay- 
ment of every member of the federation. 
Many of the states have a local fee of about 
ten dollars, but only fifty cents of that ever 
finds its way out of the state, and in many 
cases a large part of the fee is spent within 
the county. 

The work of the American federation 
which deals directly with constructive farm 
problems is divided into about three divi- 
sions, legislative, transportation, and mar- 
keting. In addition there are departments 
of Information, Statistics, Organization, le- 
gal department, and so on.

Bureau Feferation—and this office was ii 
to do effective work because they represen, 
ted one million voters in the districts back 
home. It is possible through the organiza. 
tion to submit any question of national im- 
portance to the Farm Bureaus and get the 
direct reply of every farmer in the organi- 
zation within a few days. 

The principal bills that have been passe 
have been the bill to regulate the packers 
and the stock yards. This bill is going int) 
operation at once. Secretary Wallace when 
he spoke to the farmers in Atlanta stated 
that he was looking for men at this time 
to take charge of the administration of this 
bill. The salary of the director was limited 
by Congress to $5,000, which in the mind of 
Secretary Wallace was an unfortunate thing, 
Some people have said that there was noth- 
ing to this bill but Wallace says that it js 
O. K. and that it has all of the teeth in it 
that the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
wants just at this time. Wallace said that 
the packers have opened their businesses to 
his representatives. 

Another bill is the one regulating the 
trading in Putts and Calls on the grain ex- 
change. This is the worst form of the fu- 
ture trading on the grain exchange. A Call 
is a bet that grain will go up; a Putt isa 
bet that it will go down. Profits are w- 
limited while the amount of money that it 
takes to play the game is small. As small 
a sum as $5.00 can be placed with brokers. 
of “odd lots”. The U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture will also regulate this bill. 

In addition to that are; the immigrant 
bill; the extension of the powers of the War 
Finance Corporation; and the increasing of 
the opportunities for the federal land banks 
to function properly. 

Taking it all together it is a great pro- 
gram. The real benefits of most of these 
measures have not as yet reached the farmer 
but they will all be put speedily into opera- 
tion. As for example already the War Fi- 
nance Corporation has loaned the farmers 
of this country 15 million dollars to handle 
the wheat crop; 13 million for cotton; 6 mil- 
lion for live stock; and 16 million for other 
crops. The cotton men reported that they 
_ more credit at this time than they need- 
ed. 

On the marketing side of the farm bureau 
business already plans have been perfected 
for the marketing of the live stock, wo0l, 
grain, cotton, and other smaller crops. There 
has been appointed at this time committees 
to study the marketing of fruit and of dairy 
products but at this time they have not re- 
ported a plan to the executive committee of 
the farm bureau. ‘ 

The first of these committees appointed 
by President Howard was the Committee of 
Fifteen for the marketing of live stock. At 
the convention a report of this committee

Extension Representative Suelke’s Report. 
(Continued from page 7). 


New York and New England were made by 
auto. This does not take into consideration 
innumerable short trips of from ten to a 
hundred miles that were made by auto, boat 
and horsekack in order to save valuable time 
or because they could not be made other- 
wise. 

Meetings Attended—General live stock 
meetings were attended in the following 
states: Indiana, Ohio, Illinois, Michigan, 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania, New York, 
Maine, Massachusetts, Connceticut and New 
Jersey. 

I attcnded the following fairs and shows: 
The International Live Stock Show, Indian- 
na State Fair, Ohio State Fair, Michigan 
State Fair, Erie Exposi‘ion, Rochester Ex- 
position, Bufialo Fat Stock Show, New York 
State Fair, Trenton Interstate Fair, Eastern 
States Expositicn, Connecticut Agricultural 
and Indus rial Expositicn, and several coun- 
ty fairs in New York and West Virginia. 

I attended Aberdeen-Angus gatherings in 
the folloving states—Indiara, Ohio, Illinois, 
Iov.a, Massachusetts, New York, PennsyI- 
vania, West Virginia and Michigan. Eight 
Farmer’s Wceks have been attended in as 
many states and talks were given at each. 
Fifty-two talks and lectures were delivered 
before farmers’ gatherings, Agricultural 
Colleges, etc., in various parts of the coun- 
try. 

Public Sales—I have attended auction 
sales in the following states: Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Iowa, Michigan and Massachusetts. 

Summary—Since it was customary in for- 
mer years for the fieldmen to summarize 
the business transacted in their territory 
during the past year, when giving their an- 
nual report, I began compiling such data at 
the beginning of the year. About the first 
of February, 1921, the definite boundary for 
each fieldman was erased and after that date 
no definite territory was set aside for each 
extension represen‘ative. Having begun 
the collection of data on my old territory, I 
have brought this up to date, but would call 
your attention to the fact that this is com- 
piled for the territory east of Illinois and 
north of and including West Virginia only 
while a great deal of work was done to as- 
sist breeders outside of this territory, and 
this can not be included in the report under 
sales business, transfer of animals, etc. It 
is obvious that these figures can not be com- 
plete nor can they be exact as only a small 
percen'age of sales brought about indirectly 
through extension work are ever reported. 
The figures here given will suffice to give 
‘you some idca of the large amount of busi- 
ness transacted in Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
this territory during the past year. I, of 
course, put forward no claim for having 
brought all this business as there are a num- 
ber of agcnzics at work in bringing about 
this business, all of which deserve due credit. 
There has been, however, a large amount of 
this business brought about cither directly 
or indirectly through my office.

Stanberry, Mo., Dec. 17, 1921, 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

The cow on 1st reading page of Nov. 14 
“Real Doddie in a Good Pasture,” looks 
home like as she is the first Angus I ever 
owned. She has spent 10 very successful 
years on our farm (now 12 years old). A 
regular prcducer and ready to calve in a 
short time. Her calves have always been 
ready sale in any kind of times. Sorry to 
say that we haven’t any of her produce on 
the farm but one bull about twelve months 
old. She is an intensely bred Gay Lad 24, 
Queen Mother cow. 

Her calves have never sold high—$80 to 
$380. Her last year’s bull went at weaning 
time at $250, to an Iilinois feeder to sire 
choice steers that top the markets. Anyone 
can readily figure that she has made money 
when I state that the lowest selling price 
for any calf was a trifle more than I paid 
for the heifer, bred at the time I bought her. 
Times and conditicns were never so bad in 
the ten years that I sold but one calf under 
one hundred dollars and he went at wean- 
ing time with a car load that was sold that 
year. I have cows that have made at least 
five times more money, but they cost ten 
times as much to start with. So you see 
anyone could buy a cow like her and keep 
her ten years and sell as I have and he could 
own a herd of the fancy ones or if he was 
contented he could go on and even make 
choice beef and still have twice as much as 
his neighbor with the common kind. A 
‘young man starting up in the cattle “game 
should set up a few nights and figure what 
it means to his future success to start with 
good cattle and surely he will get much more 
satisfaction out of life spending his time 
with real cattle than with a lot of scrubs.

E. G. Little, of Dresden, Ohio, has sold 
Mrs. Flora Berryhill, of Columbus, Ohio, 
ten Aberdeen-Angus females for the founda- 
tion of a herd. 


B. F. Malcolm, of Gardiner, New York, 
has purchased four Aberdeen-Angus cows 
from A. W. Reynolds, of Newton, Connecti- 
cut. Mr. Malcolm purchased his first Aber- 
deen-Angus at the Springfield, Massachu- 
setts, sale last September and is getting to- 
gether an excellent herd. These cows are 
all in calf to Mr. Reynold’s good herd bull, 
Black Balatum F. 


F. S. Hayden, of Wyoming, New York, 
has sold nine head of Aberdcen-Angus to A. 
T. Kelsey, of Mecklenburg, New York. 


The Hampden County Calf club, of Hamp- 


den county, Massachusetts, has in former 
years distributed Hereford calves to the boys 
and girls. This year it was decided to allow 
the youngsters to choose their own breed 
and with this in mind twenty head of each 
of the three principal beef breeds were 
brought in from the West for this purpose. 
After the calves had been selected and dis- 
tributed it was found that the Aberdeen-An- 
gus calves were all taken and probably more 
could have been used while a considerable 
number of the Hereford and Shorthorn 
calves went begging for a ‘young owner. lt 
has only been a few years ago that Aber- 
deen-Angus were almost unknown in the 
East and at the last Eastern States Expo- 
sition only one Aberdeen-Angus calf was 
shown by a boy or girl. The youngsters and 
their parents have evidently been watching 
the breeding classes however and this prer- 
erence on the part of the boys and girls 
gives a graphic demonstration of trend 
toward Aberdeen-Angus in Eastern States. 
With these twenty calves in Hampden Coun- 
ty and a considerable number in other parts 
of Massachusetts, a club in Connecticut and 
a number of individuals at the Connecticut 
Agricultural College and among boys and 
girls in the neighborhood together with five 
calf clubs in Maine it begins to look as if 
the boys and girls calf club classes at the 
Eastern States Exposition next year would 
be decidedly darker than in the past. 


Dr. Seulke also reports that in addition to 
the above calves he has every reason to be- 
lieve that more of the Eastern breeders will 
be showing Angus steers than in the past 
as the prize at Eastern State fairs is ex- 
cellent in the steer classes and a number of 
the exhibitors have made good money in 
the past with good steers.

A Week With the American Farm Bureau 
Federation in Atlanta. 


(Ccntinued from page 12) 


was made by H. W. Mumford, who was for- 
merly head of the Animal Husbandry De- 
partment of the University of Illinois. 

Briefly the plan is as follows: A Nation- 
al Live Stock Producers’ Association will be 
formed. This association will be in charge 
of nine directors. These directors will be 
chosen in a short time by the executive com- 
mittee of the American Federation of Farm 
Bureaus. 

In the principal market centers of the 
country the live stock shippers will own and 
operate co-operative producers live stock 
commission associations, as well as stocker 
and feeder associations. These companies 
will give all of the service that any other 
commission firm will give and at a much 
smaller cost. That they can succeed is shown 
by one that is now operating in St. Paul. 

Packers have promised to do business with 
these commission firms. 

All stock will be shipped through local 
co-operative shipping associations back in 
the small towns. A large number of these 
are in operation at the present time and 
have been for a number of years. All of 
this machinery will develop, according to 
Professor Mumford as soon as the farmers 
are ready to use it. 

The American Cotton Growers’ Exchange 
is marketing cotton every day and the U. S. 
Grain Growers, Inc., is making rapid head- 
way. It is interesting to state that the ben- 
efits of these commodity marketing associa- 
tions are not limited to the members of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation. 

So far as the speakers at the convention 
were concerned Henry C. Wallace, Secre- 
tary of the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
was easily the headliner. In his address he 
discussed the new laws touching agriculture 
which have already been mentioned and dis- 
cussed the work of the Department. 

He began his speech by saying that it 
was in the nature of a report and that he 
felt responsible to the farmers of the coun- 
try and he knew of no better place to reach 
them than through the farm bureau. His 
remarks pertinent to the financial situation 
were indeed interesting. 

When he went to Washington he said that 
he thought he knew what to do. He said that 
he felt that the world markets should be 
opened up to America, but upon investigation 
he found that even if credit could be extend- 
ed to the countries in Europe that they would 
buy but little. In addition to the fact that 
they were heavily in debt and did not care to 
zo deeper than they were obliged to there 
was an economic factor which was after all 
the most important thing to keep in mind. 
That factor was that we have been living in 
a falling market, and in such a market peo- 
"a only buy what they need from day to 

ay. 

In discussing the situation in which the 
farmer finds himself Secretary Wallace said 
that it was the worst condition that had 
ever existed in the country. He pointed out 
that while agricultural products had many 
times been as low in price as they are now, 
that in times past the commodities which 
the farmer had to buy had been more in 
keeping with that price. In taking up the 
future outlook he did not scatter much sun- 
shine. Conditions are such that little im- 
provement can be expected for some time. 

The country has at this time the largest 
corn crop ever produced. The corn belt has 
a large surplus. Even the state of Georgia 
produced 90,000,000 bushels with little or no 
stock to feed. The surplus in the corn belt 
can mean only one thing as it always does

These Andrews were noted sires, 
whose get should be studied. Duchess of Auchlunies 
949 was the dam of Young Duchess 81 by the great 
Burnett of Crathes bull, Banks of Dee 12, a grand- 
son of Deeside Hero, winner of the second prize at 
Aberdeen in 1840. 

There was also a Young Duchess 2d by Porty 50, 
whose dam was Old Maggie 6&1, the dam of Young 
Andrew 9, by Andrew 8, and also of Bengie 276, by 
Stanley 14, whose dam was bred in Aberdeenshire ; 
Bengie being the foundation family of a Tillyfour 
Paris Group member. The sire of Stanley 14, was 
Duke 159, by Porty 50, dam, Duchess, calved in 1834. 

Young Pityot 298, calved 1852 by Stanley 14, had 
for her dam Pityot 2d 25, by Porty 50. Pityot 24, 
also by Porty 50, was the dam of Sally the Elder 734, 
by Porty 50; she being the dam of Young Sally 7, 


by Andrew 8. 

There is no herd in existence that can furnish such 
minute details as does this Portlethen concerning 
its origin, foundation and development. 

The position of the Portlethen herd in the first 
volume of the Herd Book is amply enough shown by 
the fact of its total of 137 entries. But it is in con- 
temp'ating the Chronological List that its pcsition 
becomes more impressive. Up to 1£43 when Monarch 
44 and Queen Mother 348, identified with Tillyfour, 
come along, Portlethen is represented by no fewer 
than ten animals: Colonel 145, calved 1818; Stoney 
672, 1830; Porty 50, 1835, these being the second, 
third and fourth on the list, Old Nackets 737, dam of 
Colonel, failing of inclusion because of her date of 
birth not being stated. Then come Young Eppy 686, 
1838; Brown Mouth 665, 1839; Lady Jean 13, 1840, 
dam of Jamie 40; of Rosie 8(5; and Miss Fortescue 
528, a Ballindalloch cow, Duke 159, 1841; Banks of 
Dee 12, 1842; Jamie 40 and Old Maggie 681, 1842. 
During this period Keillor is represented by Old 
Grannie 1, calved 1§24 and through Colin 35, calved 
in 1840 by Wattie 155; and Grey Breasted Jock 2. 
Ardestie is represented by four: Queen of Ardovie 
29, 18836; Panmure 51, 1840; Princess of Ardovie 831, 
11; Colonel of Ardestie 329, 1842. 


These facts are of the first importance and we 
may here just summarize them. The Walkers of 
Portlethen were breeding at Portle‘hen for seven 
generations, carrying us back to the keginning of the 
eighteenth century. A private register was in ex- 
istence at least in 1786; fami.ies in the herd tracing 
back beyond that. The primus animal was Colonel 
143, bred at Portlethen, sired there by an Aberdeen- 
shire bull, his dam being Old Nackets 737, (unror- 
tunately not in the Chronological List), thus a strict 
family product. Stoney 672, calved in 1830, was the 
dam of the famous Porty 50, a prize winning bull, 
like his dam who gainel the second prize at Aber- 


deen in 1884 and was bred by the late John Davidson, 
Cairnbrogie, Aberdeenshire. The herd of Robert Wal- 


ker Wester Fintray was also drawn upon. The rest 
of the story is told in what precedes. But the facts 
just stated are by all odds the most important, his- 
torically considered, yie'ded by the first volume of 
the Herd Book. It is only necessary, finally, to re- 
mind the student that Portlethen furnished a host of 
champion winners, besides containing the foundation 
family blood that furnished Tillyfour with memters 
of the Paris Group; Stephenson with Luxury and 
America with Plowman, just to mention a few. 


Celebrities. 


To the celebrities thus dealt with must now be 
added of course Queen of Ardovie 29, calved 1836. 
Queen of Ardovie was the dam of Jean Ann (the dam 
of Young Jean Ann, the dam of Fair Maid of Perth 
313, and of the three Victors, 1st 46, c. 46; 2d 47, c. 
47: and 3d 193, c. abt. 1848-1850). Panmure 51, the 
famous 1843 Dundee bull, comes along in 1840, the 
year of the calving of Greybreasted Jock 2, and 
Princess of Ardovie 831, Keillor’s fancy of the tribe 
in 1841. Colonel of Ardestie 329, calved in 1842, 
was out of a famous prize winning cow at the great 
Dundee show of 1843, and was himself winner of the 
first prize at Aberdeen in 1847. Then come Monarch 
44 and Queen Mother 348, calved in 18438, the foun- 
dress of the Queen tribe, the most distinguished 
branch of which is the Pride of Aberdeen, the fam- 
ily that was first designated ‘“‘The Premier family” 
of the breed. 

Old Grannie 1, of course, has been mentioned, 
styled the Prima cow, because of her calving date be- 
ing stated as 1824, though there must have been 
many others calved previous to that year, though not 
so stated. The remarkable thing about Old Grannie’s 
breeding record is that though calved in 1824 we do 
not find any of her produce appearing in the Herd 
Book as calved previous to 1848 which seems to be 
the earliest date we find, that being the birth year 
of Black Jock 48; followed by Old Windsor, 1&44; 
Strathmore 5, in 1851, and Hugh 130, in 1852. The 
date of birth of the earliest of Old Grannie’s female 
produce seems to be Hope, dam of Leuchland Bessie, 
which was calved in 1850. Favourite 2, the next 
Keillor cow whose date of birth is not stated, was 
however the dam of Grey Breasted Jock, calved in 
1839 or 1840, all the other Jocks being calved subse- 
quent to that date. 

Portlethen herd starts in 1818 with Colonel, calved 
in that year. Keillor herd starts in 1808, but it is 
not until 16 years later that its product gets going 
in the H. B. 

There is an interesting note written by the late 
Mr. Garland, Cairnton, Kincardineshire, a most re- 
spected breeder and one of the early pillars of the 
national shows, that appeared in the North British 
Agricu!turist in its issue of April 2, 1879, which says, 
“The cow, Old Grannie, the first Polled cow in the 
Herd Book, was purchased from a farmer who kept 
a black herd at Keilburn, near Laurencekirk, in

Kincardineshire.”” This must prove of extraordinary 
interest to readers today, for it would seem to be the 
identical farm now owned by Carpenter & Ross as a 
Scottish base! 

One of the main sources of information of the 
breed in the middle of the last century is “The 
Druid’”’, ‘Field and Fern, North,’”’ which should be in 
every breeder’s library—copies of the ‘“‘Red Leather 
edition,” published by Vinton & Co., London, can be 
obtained without trouble—and it is always interesting 
to turn to 115 pages, as the Historians and others 
have done and do to get some direct information 
about the great foundation herds. In regard to Keillor 
we have less than we would have expected or liked. 
Of Old Grannie we are told she ‘“‘gave no milk after 
she was 28’’; so from her 20th year to that she must 
have had a busy, prolific period, from 1846 or ’7 
(when her first calf Dale appears in the H. B.) 
to 1854 when, at thirty, her calves cease to appear ; 
though Beauty of Buchan 5, her daughter, is found 
with a calf, Empress Eugenie, dropped in 1856, en- 
tered by Thos. Ferguson. One would have expected 
“The Druid” to have secured from Mr. Watson a 
host of interesting details about the origin of the 
herd, especially of his famous “‘cobbing’”’ pilgrimage to 
Tarnty Muir, Brechin, in 1808. “Unfortunately there 
is little known of Mr. Watson’s operations as a breed- 
er” but he seems to have been the only breeder who 
took for his models animals of the Shorthorn breed, or 
bred and exhibited them contemporaneously with his 
blacks. The remarkable fact of the relative import- 
ance- of the three shires that were concerned in the 
combination of the bloods of each into the formation 
of one composite strain, has been shown in the history 
we have just been relating. The position of Kincar- 
dineshire, the middle county, has been fully shown, 
with its chief dependence upon Aberdeenshire. The 
Black Megs, of which there were two sources of the 
Queen Mothers and the Panmures, were also attribut- 
ed to Aberdeenshire and even the cattle coffed by 
Watson at Tarnty may have been derived from the 
great county on the other side of the Dee. In com- 
menting on William Watson’s original contribution 
in the North British Agriculturist as to the origin 
of the Keillor herd, as having been procured at 
Brechin Mr. McCombie of Tillyfour was constrained 
to remark: 

“It would be interesting to know if the ten heifers 
and bull Mr. Watson bought at Brechin were Aber- 
deen or Angus cattle. The probability is—and there 
is, I think a strong presumption—that they were Ab- 
erdeen. Three-fourths of the cattle shown at Trinity 
Muir in those days and long after were from Aber- 
deen, Banff and the North. If my assumption be cor- 
rect, the Keillor Doddies may trace their descent from 
Aberdeens.”’ 

It is instructing from the broader view of the his- 
tory of the breed to deal familiarly and indulgently 
with these early breeders, Charles McCombie’s con- 
temporaries, men who were engaged in the same busi- 
ness, who were turning their attention to the breed- 
ing of the native polled sort. There was. William 


Walker, father of Robert Walker, Portlethen, the own- 
er of Colonel 145, calved in 1818, “the premier’ bull 
of the breed and the Herd Book, and who was en- 
tered as bred by “Mr. 
Mains.”

In connection with the Portlethen story this Ander- 
son, Pitcarry’s name, also appears, and this Charles 
tells us of an incident at the dinner given by the East. 
Lothian Farmers’ Club on the day of the great Hal- 
low Fair, at which he was present, and Mr. Rennie of 
Phantassie was chairman. A discussion arising as to 
a point in law, Mr. James Anderson, Pitcarry, con 
founded them all, and the ‘‘books being brought from 
the Council Chamber” he was shown to be right. This 
Mr. Anderson, who died in 1873, ‘‘was the first man 
to ship cattle from Aberdeen to London, his venture 
being two Angus polled oxen,” and “the late Mr. Hay, 
Shethin, was the first to send cattle by rail from Ab- 
erdeen, his venture being a truck of Highlanders.” 
Mr. Anderson deserves note as he belongs to the pre- 
Herd Book period of the improvement of the Aber- 
deenshire Polled. He appears in the first volume of 
the Herd Book as the breeder of Jock of Pitcarry 16. 
contemporary with Grey-breasted Jock and Panmure. 
the three having been calved in the same year, 1840: 
and shown at the Highland Society’s show at Dundee 
in 1843 in Class X.; and also of the cow Kinghornie 
49, dam of Minnie 285 that figures prominently in 
Portlethen breeding. 

Old Grannie calved in 1824, reminds us that Hugh 
Watson and Charles M’Combie were represented at 
Perth Highland Show, a remarkable coincidence, sure- 
ly, The next on the chronologist list is the cow 
Stoney, calved in 1830, 672 of the H. B., bred by John 
Davidson, Cairnbrogie, Aberdeenshire. Stoney gained 
the second prize for Mr. Walker at Aberdeen show in 
1834 (his first appearance as a prize-winner) in the 
class of cows, Lord Kintore being first with a cow, 
bred by Mr. Walker, Suttie, of the Wester Fintray 
family of Aberdeenshire. Mr. Davidson was an ex- 
hibitor at the next show at Aberdeen in 1840. 

This John Davidson, Cairnbrogie, referred to must 
have been the predecessor of John Marr of the same 
place, beginning to breed in 1810; and being associat- 
ed with William Hay, Shethin, both becoming Short- 
horn breeders. Of course, the Williamsons and Wal- 
kers were contemporary, representatives from the 
herds of both of these, the first breeders to receive 
mention in any of the accounts we have of these times 
of the polled, being admitted to the Tillyfour herd, 
and their progeny going into the Crathes, Portlethen. 
Ballindalloch, and Westertown herds to found famous 
families. In ‘A Century of Aberdeenshire Agricul- 
ture” also, I note that in 1835 among the four prize- 
winners in the polled classes—-prizes for which were 
given by the Highland Society—were James Stephen. 
Conglass, and James Cooper, Hillbrae, very noted 
breeders, who had later entries in the H. B., the latter 
the breeder of Earl o’ Buchan 57. 

Then in 1836 was calved the famous Queen of Ar- 
dovie 29 by Captain 97, dam the Buchan humlie Black 
Meg 766. Captain, as the revised note to his entry 
says, was bred by Mr. Sime, Panlathie, Forfarshire. 
Queen of Ardovie was exhibited at the Highland So- 
ciety’s show at Dundee in 1843, when seven years and 
seven months old. She was sold at Mr. Fullerton’s 
sale in 1844 for £18 5s. Of other daughters of Cap- 
tain, Maud went into the herd of Mr. Ruxton, Far- 
nell, and Flora to a Mr. M’Laren, unknown to fame. 
Queen was the dam of Jean Ann, the mother of the 
Tillyfour Victors, 1st, 2nd, and 3rd, and also of the 
dam of the ox that was the heaviest of all the oxen 
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at the Poissy Exposition of 1857, when weighed by 
order of the Emperor ; also Queen Mother 348 by P 
mure 51; and Princess of Ardovie 831, wiles. 
by 
Hugh Watson at Mr. Fullerton’s sale in 1844 whe 
three years old, and nearly at the calving, for Po 
. 5. 
her half-sister Queen Mother being bought by Mp 
M’Combie at the same sale as a yearling for $12 Ws. 
It is an interesting thing to note the disposition of 
two of Queen’s daughters to the two great herds of 
the time. 

These represent the Herd Book representatives of 
the breed up to the year of the death of Charles, sen., 
of Tillyfour, and it will be noted how many were of 
the ‘‘Aberdeenshire breed.” 

A Lady’s Reminiscences. 

Dealing with this early period of the history of the 
breed, anything that throws light upon it must be of 
value. The name of Major Forbes Mackenzie of Fod. 
derty, Rossshire, occurs as exhibiting polled animals 
bred in Aberdeenshire at the local and national shows 
of the Highland Society, especially at Inverness, 183}. 
An intensely interesting sequel to this activity on the 
part of Major Mackenzie occurred sixty years after. 
when a sale was held in Fifeshire, whose ancient fame 
as a cattle producing county has been so much noted. 
and which came to be a great patron of the polled 
breed of the counties contiguous to it. That was the 
sale of the herd established by Miss Morison-Dunean 
of Naughton, held in 1891, when at the luncheon, pre- 
sided over by General Mackenzie of Foveran House. 
Aberdeenshire, uncle of Miss Duncan, Mrs. Morison- 
Duncan was introduced, and speaking on behalf of he! 
daughter said: 

“Personally I form a link between the Aberdeen 
poll of former days and the present, my father hav- 
ing been a pioneer breeder and the owner of a fine 
herd of black polled Aberdeen cattle in Ross-shire 
over half a century ago. When annually visiting 
his brother and many other friends in Aberdeen 
shire, he had the opportunity of selecting the finest 
individuals of the breed which money could buy. 
Mr. Ramsay in his History of the Highland and 
Agricultural Society of Scotland gives some fact 
which speciaily interested me. He tells us that at 
the very first show of the Society in 1831, just 
sixty years ago, when mentioning the exhibits of 
the Aberdeenshire polled, that, ‘Few entries were 
made in the class of bulls and heifers, and one er- 
try in the section of cows. The single cow was 
shown by Major Mackenzie, Fodderty, and was bred 
by Mr. Aberdeen, farmer in the parish of Skene, 
Aberdeenshire.’ We gave her a Celtic name, which 
meant the big or great cow. After that Inverness 
show, it was quite an event when Howe, the cele- 
brated animal painter of the period, arrived to 
paint her portrait. A child, seven years of age 
was the artist’s wondering little companion, while 
he proceeded with his work. Gentlemen, I am that 
child, so you see I was ‘born in the purple of the 
blackskins.’ I have now the pleasure of showing 
you that very picture which speaks for itself with 
interest to such great judges as I have now the 
pleasure of seeing here. Her skin shone like satin 
and touched like velvet. Her kind eye and delicate 
flexible ear were always in ready motion; her 
shoulders and proportions generally showed @ dairy

sides she was a great milker—filled the pail; greai 
in size for beef, and great in milk for the dairy- 
what else would one want in a breed? This was. 
then, the Aberdeenshire polled breed at this time. 

Mackenzie’s visits to Aberdeenshire and attention 
paid to the native polled Aberdeenshire breed there. 
shows to what degree of perfection the breed had then 
been carried, and there is no doubt that the Major’s 
attention to the breed was duplicated by many other 
visitors from adjacent counties, and thus the name of 
the ‘“Polled Aberdeenshire’ was established in all 
the counties north and south of the ‘‘thome of the 
breed.” 


The Breed of Old. 


In veferring to an ox slaughtered by Mr. James 
Williamson, butcher in Aberdeen (mentioned in 
Charles’, William of Tillyfour’s brother’s, letters), 
Dr. Keith remarks, “‘But it was believed that after 
the end of the second year’s feeding, this animal feil 
off instead of improving; and that if he had been 
slaughtered a year earlier he would have yielded inore 
beet and considerably more tallow (his weight was 
upwards of 115 stone English). There is a certain 
acme beyond which no animal can be fattened; and 
every judicious farmer should slaughter every feeding 
ox when he observes that he becomes reluctant to 
feed, or cease to fatten.’”” Again we read of a “‘stot 
of the small Aberdeenshire breed, whose weight was 
more than doubled in 16 months.’’ This will be seen 
exactly to be what science has been teaching the 
feeder in these latter times. But then feeding was 
deferred until the animal had attained its growth: 
to-day the feediny begins so as to end when that 
growth can no more be added to. 

The last word Dr. Keith has for us is in the las: 
passage on the last page of the Appendix to his book : 
thus ‘Since this Appendix went to press, there have 
been three oxen killed at Aberdeen. The two firsi 
were fed by Mr. Walker at Wester Fintray, and the 
third (a twin ox) by Mr. F. Garden Campbell of 
Troup, which weighed of avoirdupois, neat pounds. 
respectively, 1978, 1976, 1961 these weighed being ex- 
clusive of head, feet, tongue, hearts and_ kidneys. 
whieh in the smallest ox were exactly 112 pounds, o* 
1 ewt. The historians of the Aberdeen-Angus say in 
regard to these animals fed by Mr. Walker, ‘It is 
established that these cattle were of the polled 
breed.’ ”’ 

This Robert Walker who is mentioned so particu- 
larly by Dr. Skene Keith, and who exhibited black 
humble queys at Garioch in 1812, had a brother David 
Walker in Blair, whose son was Robert Walker of 
Montbletton, who bevan breeding polled cattle in 
1831 with cattle from Blair, which were presumably 
of the same Wester Fintray blood. But the most di- 
rect descendant of the Wester Fintray stock is 
throuxh Mary of Wester Fintray 21, the dam of the 
vreat Nightingale, the dam of Chieftain 318, the first 
sire to be put at Ballindalloch to Erica 845 
Robert Walker of Portlethen, purchased Nightingale 
262 trom Crathes, who had bought her dam Mary of 
Wester Fintray from Tillyfour, and she passed again 
back to Tillyfour whence her mother had gone 
Thence she went to Ballindalloch to be the dam of 
Chieftain 518 that was the sire of the first Ericas 
So Nightingale may be looked upon as a living sym- 
bol of the whole early story, and the two Walker 
herds may be regarded as the two oldest herds and 
evidently the actual fountain head of the Polled Ab- 
erdeen breed. And along these lines the continuity 
of the story is unbroken, not only carrying us for- 
ward into the foreground. but backward into the 
backyeround and antiquity out of which all effort had 
its first travail. Another line is that from the Wil- 
liamsons. But besides there were many contributory 
streams from which the very leading herds prove te 
have themselves been derived. 

And thus will be seen the breed coming into being. 
during the period when Charles M’Combie was dem- 
onstratine its commercial adaptability as the best 
selling stock in the yvreat marts and trysts of the 
days when the cattle trade held an industrial aristoc- 
racy of its own.

Roseland 2159 brought in the third 
ticket for the Michigan Agr. College. Being 
sired by Erin of Woodcote 2d 198451; dam, 
College Rosebud 3d 183175. The University 
of California came in for fourth place with 
U. of C. Jock 5th by Bystander 2d 286867; 
out of Oakfield Luia 127713, grandam of 
California Standard the championship win- 
ner. This class seems to have fallen into 
the hands of the colleges and universities 
for the fifth position was secured by the 
University of Nebraska showing Bravo’s 
Laddie 332449; sire, Bravo of Denison 168- 
878; dam, Pride of Odell 162520.
